Ehud Adiv, 26, mem- 
ber of the recently uncovered 
Arab-Jewish espionage ring, is re- 
ported to have admitted to his 
interrogator that he divulged 
highly classified military informa- 
tion to the Syrians. 

“There is nothing I know that I 
did not tell the Syrians,” the young 
kibbutz-born parai ris reported 
to have said. This is believed to have 
included data on military bases where 
he bad served, radar and Air Force 
jnstaltations, the organization of 

military units and sophisti- 
ey weapons in use against Arab 
terrorists, 

Meanwhile, another 17 persons 
were arrested in the last 24 hours, 
bringing to 38 the number of sus- 
pected members of the spy ring 
smashed by Israeli security forces. 
Of the latest arrests, 15 are Is- 
raeli Arabs and two are Druse. One 
of the Druse is a resident of Maj- 
dal Shams in the Golan Heights 
now studying at the Technion in 
Haifa. They are the first of their 
community implicated in the case. 

The other 15 arrested were Arab 
workers from Haifa and Nazareth 
and Galilee villages of Tarshiha 
and Arraba. All are aged under 
30. 

Four of the other suspects are 
Jews and the remainder are Mos- 
lem and Christtan Arabs. 

The latest arrests came after 
questioning of the suspects already 
in custody, it was stated by Sgan 
Nitzav Nuriel Sasson, head of the 
Police's Northern Area special ser- 
vices division. 

It is believed that it was not 
the Jewish members who aroused 
the suspicion of the security author- 
ities, ‘but some of the Arabs who 
had been under surveillance after 
voicing anti-Israel views in pubile. 


MISTAKE 

Police sources said the main mis- 
take made by the alleged local ring- 
leader— Daoud Sam'am Turki, the 
45-year-old Haifa bookseller — was 
to recruit inexperienced men. 

Adiv reportedly said he divulged 
information during a visit to Da- 
mascus in September of this year, 
and subsequently in two letters 
written in invisible Ink. He wag 
shown this technique in Damascus. 

Adiv also allegedly gave details 
on power stations, cement factories 
and on Lod airport. He is said to 
have drawn maps for the Syrians 
on access to various military bases 
and other installations. 

The network ts believed to have 
begun operations about 18 months 
ago. shortly after Adiv, together 
with Dan Vered, 28, founded the 
“Revolution Communist Alliance — 
Red Front" in June 1971, 

In September 1971, Adiv reported- 
ly first visited Damascus, via Athens. 
He allegedly went again to Greece 
last September and met there with 
the Damascus contact operating 
the ring, a former Haifa resident 
named Habib Kahawagi The two 
proceeded to Cairo and then to 
Damascus. 

Aviv completed two years of 
military service with the para- 
troopers in ‘August 1966. Two years 
later he began to voice extreme 
leftist opinions. He participated in 
various demonstrations of the 
Maoist “Matzpen” group. He is re- 


ported to have been one of three 
Kibbutz members who attempted 
to deface a Six Day War memorial 
in Hadera Jn May 1969. It is claim- 
ed that in 1970 he rejoiced openly 
over the downing of an Israel Air 
Force plane over Syria and that he 
justified the Munich massacre by 
Arab terrorists. 

Vered reportedly admitted he 
spent two weeks in Damascus in 
July this year. Like Adiv, he al- 
legedly underwent military training 
there and was trained in transmit- 
ting messages in code. A code book 
is said to have been found in his 
fiat when he was arrested. 

Vered served only one month in 
the army in 1962 and was dis- 
charged because of what is reported 
to have been a case of “psycho- 
neurosis.” Whfle studying in the 
U.S., Vered was active in the S.D.S. 

The third Jewish suspect, Iraqi- 
born Yehezkel Cohen, was supposed- 
ly due to Jeave for Syria next month. 
He is said to claim he was recruited 
by Adiv. The fourth Jewish suspect, 
German-born David Kupfer, 26, who 
came to Israel in 1948, had applied 
for a passport. However, he was pre- 
vented from travelling abroad by 2 
court Injunction Issued at the re- 
quest of his divorced wife, 

Judging from the evidence gather- 
ed so far, there may be ground 
for arrest of another two or 
three Jewish suspects, It is rellably 


learned. 
CHRISTALAS 

According to one source, the ring 
had chosen Christmas Eve for a 
series of simultaneous attacks at 
puUgrimage sites In various parts of 
the country. They had been ap- 
parently heping to repeat the effect 
created by the bombing of five 
homes in Haifa on one day several 
years ago, and to capitalize on the 
fact that the eyes of the whole 
Christian world would be turned 
toward the Holy Land. 

Druse leaders expressed shock 
when they learned that two mem- 
bers of their community were among 
the suspects arrested. They stressed 
that the number of Druse connected 
with sabotage rings has been negii- 
gible, and that they considered acts 
against Israel's security to be acts 
against their own community itself. 

It is not yet clear how or by 
whom the Golan Druse suspect was 
recruited, but it ls considered pos- 
sible that the group's Syrian ope- 
rators recommended him. Syrian 
intelligence has for some time been 
trying to organize Golan Druse 
for sabotage agalnst Israel. 

Meanwhile, at Haltfa University 

the Student Union has decided to 
temporarily suspend the two Haifa 
students arrested In the case — 
Aviv and 36-year-old Galilee Arab 
student Simon Haddad. Further- 
more, the “Yesh" leftist alliance, 
recently ousted from control of the 
Union, Issued a statement condem- 
ning 81} underground activity almed 
at harming the integrity or security 
of Israel's population. 
In its statement, the group sail 
there were differences of opinion 
over the nature of the regime and 
over Israeli policy, but “it is axio- 
matic that the existence of the State 
of Israel is not to be questioned.” 
They expressed amazement that 
Jewish youths could show such hos- 
tility to their own people’s national 
identity.

Another speaker, the Ralah poet

Arabs, are potential terrorists.” 
Mr, Ibrahim Shvat, editor of the 
Mapam Arabic Weekly, “El Mersad," 
said that the education given Arab 
children in Israel.“does not lead to 
co-existence based on mutual re- 
spect.” Teaching in Arab schoocis 
“limps,” and “the level of education 
and culture among Jewish and Arab 
chil@ren is not uniform, While 70 
per cent of Jewish l4-to 17-year- 
olds go on to ‘high school, less than 
20 per cent of Arab children do 50." 
While the Arab population had 
made tremendous advances since 
1948, Arab workers “are the fifth 
spare tire of the economy,” Mr. 
Shvat said. As soon as there is a 
recession, they are the first to lose 
their jobs.

Arab workers had become indif- 
ferent, and only worried about “the 
white grush for the black day,” he 
wenton.

He saw a hope for the future in 
the youth “if we are able to imbue 
them with a feeling of brotherhood, 
respect for each other's rights and 
‘to love thy neighbour as thyself.'”

He produced a let- 
ter of authority signed both by the 
‘city’s beautification department and 
the Israel Lands” Authority, 

The contractor was hired to move 
60 trees from the slopes of the Man- 
hat Valley for transplantation in the 
Valley of the Cross. 

However, the official Government 
Survey Department’s map of Jeru- 
‘salem shows the Manhat Valley on 
‘the other side of the old Arab vil-

_ Army moves ‘Egypt demobilizes 37,000 


servicemen this week 


CAIRO (UPI). — The Egyptian 
government will demobllize 37,000 
conscript servicemen next Friday, 
government sources sald yester- 


The servicemen will return to 
their civilian jobs after demobili- 
zation, the sources sald, but they 
will remain Hable to recall for 
reserve duty until the age of 40. 

Military authorities demobilized 
50,000 troops last July. 

The latest move came while the 

Parliament debated the 
need for stepped-up measures to 
Prepare the country for a pos- 
sible new round of fighting with 
Israel. 

The sources said there was no 
conflict between the demobilize- 
tion and the increased military 
Preparedness because Egypt has 
a surplus of manpower for con- 
scription purposes. 

Drafting age in Egypt is 18, 
but in the case of university 
graduates, conscription is post- 
poned until after they complete 
their studies — usually at the 
age of 22 to 24. 

Technically, the term of milt- 
tary service is 18 months for 


years for others. But the 1967 
war and subsequent developments 
have forced prolongation of mill- 
tary service,

demobilized were drafted in 1965 
and after, One-third of them are 
university graduates. The sources 
said the demobilization appeared 
to be in response to public calls 
for shorter conseription periods 
to avoid causing hardship te fam- 
Hes of conscripts and to prevent 
Manpower shortazes in civilian 
jobs.

diplomat’s shoe 


NEW DEVICES 
HELP FIGHT 
THE SPY WAR 


By LEWIS GULICK 


WASHINGTON (AP). — U.S. State 
Department security officers, in the 
last year or so, have found, a tiny 
eavesdropping radio transmitter se- 
eretly placed in the heel of a shoe 
worn by a senior U.S. diplomat in 
a Communist East European coun- 
try. 

At another American Embassy in 
fast Europe, they located a minia- 
ture spy radio hidden in a seem- 
ingly innocent binder holding cur- 
tain samples. 

The head of the State Depart- 
ment's security force, Deputy Assis- 
tant Secretary G. Marvin Gentile, 
reported these sample discoveries of 
new, sophisticated spy devices in a 
continuing undercover intelligence 
struggle abroad. 

These are the first public dis- 
closures of such bugging of U.S. 
missions overseas in recent years. 

Geutile said in an interview, how- 
ever, that the clandestine conflict 
goes on regardless of changes in 
the international climate and that 
“much of this esplonage is un- 
covered with alarming regularity.” 

“Over the since the Second 
World, War," he said, “technical es- 
pionage hss become an in 
hazard to the security of our diplo- 
matic missions overseas.” 

Gentile, whose sleuths seek to 
protect U.S. foreign posts from hos- 
tile intelligence penetration, said 
defences against electronic spying 
heve improved with modern gear. 

He figures today’s safeguards 
pretty well take care of uninvited 
Ustening gadgets at the U.S. em- 
basales, though there is need for 
continuing’ vigilance. 

The heel radio — said to “work 
well up to 300 feet away when the 
wearer isn't walking — reflects the 
long strides in electronic espionage 
techniques over the immediate post- 
war era when U.S. diplomats were 
moving back into buildings left un- 
guarded during the war. 

SPY TACTIC 

A popular spy tactic then wag 
to hide microphones in walls and 
fixtures and hook them to listening 
posts by wires. Discoveries of wired 
microphones climaxed in 1964 with 
the removal of 52 from the Amer- 
jean Embassy in Moscow and 55 
from the Embassy in Warsaw. 

Under the just completed U.S.- 
Soviet agreement for new embassies 
in each other’s capital, U.S. nego- 
tiators insisted on control over con- 
structing’ the interior of the new 
U.S. building in Moscow and on 

guarding the premises around the 
clock during construction. 

Gentile said that wired eavesdrop- 
ping on U.S. diplomats has become 
obsolete now with technological ad- 


vances, with ‘miniaturization and 
with 24-hour guarding of U.S. em- 
bassies keeping out hostile security 
agents, . 

Instead, he said, hostile intelli- 
gence is resorting to tiny battery- 
rum radios known 88 “drop trans- 
mitters" which can be hidden easily 
and quickly glipped into an office 
or on 8. person. 

The State t security 
executive declined to say just where 
er how the ingenious heel and car- 
pet bugs were spotted, or what 
U.S. diplomats were their targets. 

In the case of the bugged heel, 
he sald: 

‘The maid of a high-ranking Amer- 
ican diplomat at a U.S. embassy in 
Esst Europe took a pair of his 
shoes for repair and returmed them 


‘in due time. 


‘The heel of one shoe had been 
repaired better than he knew — 
for hostile agenta had implanted « 
thumb-sized radio with button bat- 
terles within what, to the naked 
eye, stil looked itke a heel. 

So the diplomat wore bis shoes 
to work, unaware that he was a 
walking broadcasting station. But a 
security officer — presumably using 
electronic detection gear — soon 
discovered his diplomatic colleague 
was on the air. 


PICKUP 


Inspection showed the radio could 
tranamit some 100 yards with good 
sound pickup, except when the dip- 


; lomat moved his feet. The batteries 


could power the transmitter for 
about 200 hours, enough for 8. couple 
beam eavesdropping at 12 hours 


A small hole in the heel would 
have allowed the maid, if the es- 
Pionage venture had gone on jong 
enough, to atick in a pin to switch 
the radio off when the shoes weren't 
being used in order to save the 
batteries. 

The cardboard binder for a book 
of drapery material samples was

GOLDIE JOSEPH — 
AN APPRECIATION 


Today is the 30th day after 
the death of Goldie Joseph. A 
memorial meeting will be held 
at the Jewish Agency’s Weiz- 
mann -Hall, Jerusalem, at 6 p.m. 


T° recall the years of the “great 
aliya” from 1949 onwards — 
brings memories of food-ratfoning, 
Dew immigrants without minimum 
clothing, of tents and me’abarot — 
and of Goldie Joseph. It means the 
dedicated, enthusiastic and often im- 
provised work of social worker and 
volunteer together. It seems to me 
that the winters of those years 
were colder and the summers hotter 
—- and the necessity to dress the 
people and their children, many 
without work, let alone that the 
shops were empty, was imperative. 

It was then, that Goldie Joseph 
came to me, when I was director 
of the Jerusalem District of the 
Ministry of Welfare and offered 
δον help. An attractive woman, the 
wife of Dov Joseph, active in the 
Ufe of our country since she came 
fn the early "twentles, deeply attach- 
ed to Jerusalem, with many friends 
and connections ln the U.S. and 
Canada, she wanted to help to col- 
lect clothing. 

She wanted to do it effectively, 
making sure that it would reach 
those who were most in need. As it 
turned out the moshavim in the 
Jerusalem Corridor first, thea the 
whole district up to Kiryat Gat and 
Beersheba and still kater the 
villages jn the North, got good 


warm and cool American and Ca~- 
madian clothes. Her action helped 
keep the in the J 


Corridor hap] then they were 
in other of the country. 
Gokiie Joseph was intelligent and 


a lady. She kept scrupulously to our 
agreement: to provide the clothing, 
Jeaving to us the principle and 
methods of distribution, and in doing 
her work completely without publi- 
elty. 

Goldie, with her husband’s help, 
got the necessary storerooms from 
the Jewish Agency, She recruited a 
group of devoted volunteers to sort 
wand pack the incoming and out- 
going clothes. She wrote and sent 
thousands of letters to the U.S. and 
Canada over the years, She knew 
just how to describe the prevailing 
conditions. She never begged. 

The response to her magnificent 
and inspiring letters was immediate 
and enormous. It is no exaggeration 
to say that through Goldie Joseph’s 
help thousands and thousands of 
people who never knew her name 
were clothed. At a time when others 
claimed fame and recognition for 
much less, she worked without of- 
ficial credit. She understood that the 
dignity of the reciplent was most 
important and had to be maintained. 

It was mine aml my collesgues’ 
privilege to work with her, τὸ be- 
come her friend and see her conti- 
nue ta give of ber time and energy 
to this and other projects, until right 
up to her fatal illness.

Asked why the companies dis- 
criminated in the first place against 
old cars, Dr. Picker explained that. 
although such cars passed their an- 
tual test, they may stil run into 
difficulty securing spare paris later. 

“Those owners of oid cars who 
have already paid the 80 per cent 
increase are unlucky since the new 
reduction is not retroactive,” Dr. 
Picker said. 

All car insurance rates will go up 
10 per cent on January 1. This was 
agreed last August, when rates in- 
creased by 3 per cent, folowing 2 
10-per cent increase in January 1972. 
Dr, Picker also authorized a 7.5-per 
cent increase this January for 
motorists who buy third-party in- 
surance only. 

EVEN IMBALANCE 

‘The insurance companies had gen- 
erally held that 50 per cent of their 
disbursements went for claims un- 
der third party policies. The other 
50 per cent went to cover damage 
to the cars of those holding compre- 
hensive coverage. Since total insur- 
ance premiums were divided 30 per 
cent for compulsory third party 
coverage and 70 per cent for com- 
prehensive insurance, it emerged 
that the same 20 per cent the com- 
panies earned on comprehensive pol- 
teles, they lost on their third party 
contracts, 

To even this imbalance Dr. Picker’ 
thas authorized the 7.5-per cent in- 
crease in compulsory third-party in- 
surance rates. He explained that 
with this year’s premium rises mo- 
torists became more cost-conscious 
and many took advantage of the 
relatively inexpensive compulsory 
third-party coverage, deciding to do 
without comprehensive coverage. 

In this way the majority of driv- 
ers, who carry comprehensive i- 
surance, were in fact subsidizing 
those who had third-party coverage 
only,.Dr. Picker said.

In 2ddition, Shultz said, the Pres- 
ident hes decided to keep federal 
spending at the 250 billon-doliar 
level during the current fiscal year, 
and will be making cutbacks to 
achieve thst goal soon. 

The Secretary sald the adminis- 
tration will begin consultations both 
within and outside the government 
on what form the new wage-price 
control system will take. Mr. Nixon 
has decided to continue the con- 
trols, Shultz said, ruling out apy 
return to voluntary guidelines. 

The taw under which Mr. Nixon 
imposed controls expires next Ap- 
vi 30. Mr. Shultz said Congress 
should consider extension of the 
law as one of the ‘first orders of 
‘business in the new session. 

The freeze on federal executive 
pay will apply to top-level govern- 
ment officials, Congress and the 
judiciary, he said. It would last 
through 1973.

More crop 
failures 
expected 
in Russia 


WASHINGTON (AP). — The Krem- 
ln will offer Russian farmers 
prizes, including cash and motor- 
cars, in an effort to boost 
production next year, but the US. 
Agriculture Department says fur- 
ther crop shortages can be expect- 
ed despite the incentives. 

“It now appears that even with 
average weather the U.S.SR. will 
have 2 sizeable grain deficit in 1973," 
the Foreign Agricultural Service 
says. 

About one-fifth of the Soviet 
winter wheat and rye crop was 
spoiled by cold weather, officials said. 
Indications, they said, point to “less 
than full recovery” from the poor 
grain harveais in 1912... . 

The analysis’ was published Sun- 
day in Foreign Agriculture, a week- 
ly report on overseas market and 
trade developments of interest to 
American farmers. 

It followed am announcement in 
Moscow last week that the Soviet 
government will award prizes to 
outstanding farm workers in hopes 
1973 production can be increased. 

According to observers, the Rus- 
sian winter grain crop was delayed 
80 much by poor weather that even 
the planted grain may have trouble 
surviving this winter. 

“Also, the work load next spring 
will be heavier than normal because 
farmers will have to seed areas 
that should have been seeded in the 
fall,” the repert said. 

“Finally, spring grains which de- 
velop several weeks later are some- 
what more vulnerable to summer 
drought than are winter grains.” 

Even if average yields are harvest- 
ed by Russian farmers next year, 
the report said, total grain output 
will be short of Soviet needs by 
“several million tons.” 

Winter damage last season and 
drought curtailed Russian grain 
production sharply in 1972, forcing 
Moscow to turn to U.S. farmers for 
$1.2 billion worth of wheat, feed 
grain and soybeans. 

If the worst happens again to So- 
viet production plans, U.S. farmers 
may see another round of grain 
buying by Moscow a year or 50 
from now.

Opposition from employees is 
seriously hampering the Govern- 
ment’s policy of selling State- 
owned companies.

The policy has been given new 
impetus in the light of recent ex- 
Perience, especially the Vered, dis- 
aster, in which another Mekorot 
subsidiary lost IL8im. 

In an Interview which took place 
this week before the Mekorot strike 
was announced, Mr. Yaacov Sal- 
man, Director of the Government 
Companies Authority, said that the 
tragedy of Vered was that there 
was no cause for the Government 
to be involved in the construction 
Projects overseas that plunged the 
company into such huge losses. “In 
& privately owned company, the 
manager knows what his job is — 
to make money,” Mr. Salman point- 
ed out. 

“In a Government company there 
are other objectives, which confuse 
the issue.” Managers of Vered can 
claim that they suffered losses in 
the course of serving the na‘tional 
interest, even though mistakenly. 

Mr. Salman has examined the his- 
tory of all companies owned by the 
authorities since the creation of the 
State. “In no case was ownership 
acquired for ideological reasons,” 
he said. There was always a Spe- 
cific purpose for Government par- 
theipation — either developing the 
infra-structure (ports, new cities, 
industrial zones), or regional devel- 
opment, arms manufacture, or the 
exploitation of a particular natural 
resource. The Government also came 
in to help companies in trouble — 
if it was necessary in the national 
interest to keep them in business. 
An example is the Government's 
purchase of a 26 per cent holding 
in Dan Hotels during the recession 
of 1966-67. 


SERIES OF BREAKDOWNS 

A succession of breakdowns (in 
Netivei Neft, Arad Chemicals and 
Vered) brought official circles to 
the view that if a firm is simply 
concerned with ‘business, the Gov- 
ernment should stay out. A State- 
owned enterprise cannot operate 
with the single-mindedness of a pri- 
vate concern, because tt is never 
quite free of political entangie- 
ments. A Government conrpany can- 
not go bankrupt, for a start — 
which makes it, as well as its clients 
and creditors, less careful than they 
ought to be. 

The case of Mekorot illustrates 
this lack of flexibility. Originally 
it was a water supply company. 
After the National Water Carrier 
was completed, tt should have cut 
its staff ‘by half. But ‘they ‘would 
not go, so Mekorot began taking 
on construction ‘jobs that. had no- 
thing to do with water, in order to 
keep surplus personnel employed. 

Under its new policy, the Gov- 
ernment wants to divide Mekorot 
in two, retaining the water supply 
functions, and getting rid of the 
construction work. Solel Boneh Is 
ready to buy; but the employees 
will not agree, preferring to stay 
in Government employ. 

There are other examples of this 
rigidity. The Huleh Authority em- 
Ploys 70 functionaries, costs the na- 
tion JL1.25m. per annum, and be- 
came superfiuous three years ago. 
Yet it has not been closed down 
till now, because the workers re- 
fuse to go — and the Government 
is 80 vulnerable to political pres- 
sures that ft avoids forcing the 
issue.

The most 
Surprising things turn out to be 
metaphors for the sex act or 
for odd bits of human anatomy. 

Psychoanalysis has changed our 
society tremendously, though 
perhaps more in the theatre and 
literature than in medicine and 
science. Its most pervading in- 
fluence in everyday life has been 
in child-i and I think it 
fair to say that, particularly 
since the 1920s, it has produced 
an unimaginable amount of pa- 
Tental guilt as well as contri- 
buting more than any other fac- 
tor to the generation gap.

Why do parents, particularly

@ren behave as children have al- 
ways behaved since the year dot? 
Because Freudian legend has it 
that every word or action of the 
Parents is making a lasting im- 
pression on their child's mind, 
often the opposite of what was 
Intended, and may result in im- 
Teasurable harm which will not 
be apparent for years to come. 
This is hardly calculated to in- 
stil confidence. Not only that, 
the fashions in child-rearing come 
and go with startling rapidity. 

The great man’s daughter, 
Anna, summed it up in a 1966 
book “Normality and Pathology 
in Children.” First, she tells us, 
parents were warned about the 
traumatic effects of bodily in- 
timacy on their children. This 
was later reversed and full 
sexual enlightenment at an early 
age was advocated. Theorles 
about aggression, ‘anxiety and 
guilt appeared and were rapidly 
replaced, some being “contra- 
dictory and mutually exclusive... 
Above all, to rid the child of 
anxiety proved an impossible 
task,” Anna Freud writes. “Psy- 
choanalytic education did not suc- 
ceed in becoming the preventive 
Measure it had set out to be. 
The children who grew up under 
its influence.. were not freer 
from anxiety or conflicts and 
therefore not less exposed to 
neurotic or other mental 11- 
nesses.” 

In fact, Anna, no one has 
Yet convincingly demonstrated 
that analysis benefits neurotic 
edults more than doing nothing 
at all or more than would result 
from any layman showing a 
lengthy and sympathetic interest
